the Roosevelt Hotel. 


A IffiMBER; of panel on the 
problems of Chautahqua, educa- 
tional adjunct of the federation, 
Feinberg then quoted “The Leg- 
acy of the Prophets”: “There 
may be much suffering because

• He quoted one Christian stu- 
dent as saying, “i think of my 
Jewish brother and I- thank God 
we can dialogue together!.

I 
only want to learn. Secretly, I 
| think I need, to love him ; . 

I must love my brother if i 
want to love God.” ' 

' Feinberg said ' that if these 
are honest sentiments, “our 
work has. not been! in vain.”
